COURTS-MARTIAL OF OFFICERS. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, A. G. O.. t 
WasHixeton, January 16, 1894.

I, Before a G.C. M. wnich convened at Fort Reno, 
Ok. Ty., and of whicn Col. John C. Bates, 2d Inf., is 
president, and Capt. Enoch H. Crowder, acting 
judge advocate, U. 8. Army, is judge advocate, was 
arraigned and tried— 

Captain Daniel F. Stiles, U. S. Army, retired. 

Charge I.—“ Conduct to the prejudice of good or- 
der and military discipline.” 

The specifications charged that the accused failed 
to include five buildings in a list of Government 
buildings and permitted them to be claimed and 
taken possession of without remuneration. 

Charge II —* Conduct unbecoming an officer and 
& gentleman.” The specification alleged that the 
accused reported a sale of wood that had not been 
made and disposed of the wood otherwise and il 
legally. Plea and finding on all the charges and 
specifications, “‘not guilty,” and the court does 
therefore “ acquit” him. 

II. The record of the proceedings of the G. C. M. 
in the foregoing case of Capt. Daniel F. Stiles, U. 8. 
Army (retired), having b’en forwarded for the ac- 
tion of the President, the following are the orders 
in the case: 

War DEPARTMENT, January 16, 1894, 

In the foregoing case of Captain Daniel F. Stiles, U. 8. 
Arwy, retired (late 10th Infantry), the fi adings of the court, 
are, by direction of the President, approved. The case pre- 
sents some very peculiar features. A careful examination 
of the charges, specifications, and testimony clearly indi- 
cates that the complaints against Captain Stiles in reference 
to the matters under investigation, which originated in 
Oklaboma, were inspired by some animus or feeling not 
disciosed on the trial, other than an honest desire to bring 
the guilty to justice. The testimony for the prosecution 
convicted the accused of nothing more than a slight degree 
of carelessness in bis business methods, for which he should 
have been censured. Orquestionably Captain Stiles ought to 
have listed all the buildings on the reservation which could 
be called buildings,and which belonged to the Govern- 
ment, and if he claimed the stable or other building to be 
private property be shou!d have obtained permission to re- 
move the same. The fact that he listed eight buildiogs 
only while thirteen existed upon the reservation—two of 
the extra five being claimed to be private property and the 
otber three simply adjuncts to other buildings, or of too lit- 
tle importance to be called buildings—and that the entire 
proceeds of the sale of all the buildings supposed by the ac- 
cused to belong to the Government were reported and 
turned in by bim, would seem to negative any claimfof 
fraud on the part of Captain Stiles so far as the first charge 
is concerned, So, too, Captain Stiles undoubtedly should 
not have returned an account of the sale of twentyfour cords 
of wood to Mr. Lee before he had actually made the sale to 
Mr. Lee and received the pay. But inasmuch as the evi- 
denee does not prove Captain Stiles guilty of any attempt 
or intent to defraud the Government in any part of that 
transaction, it would be entirely unjustifiable to bave con- 
victed bim under the second charge. It is unfortunate tbat 
the Government should bave been involved in a direct ex- 
pense approximating $2,000, besides the time of fourteen 
cficers—ove colonel, one lieutens nt colonel, three majors, 
and pine captains—for at least twelve days (some $1,300 
more) upon 60 trivial a charge and upon testimony so utter- 
ly insufficient to convict. The proceedings also were al- 
most inexcusably prolonged by the court in listening to 
trivial, irrevelant, incompetent, and immaterial testimony; 
which of course added greatly to the unnecessary expense 
of the trial. The trial of this officer should never have 
taken place on these charges, and the examivation made by 
the inspector should have shown a trial to be unnecessary. 
It appears in that examination that very little attention 
was paid to any defence, and Capt. Stiles was not present. 
In view of the fact that this officer had served twenty-six 
years in the Army of the United States and was within’a 
short time of bis retirement, was in command of a battalion 
of tror ps, and charged witha most delicate, unusual, and 
important duty in connection with the opening of new ter. 
ritory to setilement, it would seem that more care should 
have been taken and more definite and satisfactory evidence 
discovered, if possibile, and a better opportunity afforded 
the accused to meet the charges when first made before a 
trial by court-martial was recommended. The judge advo- 
cate states tt at * througbout the trial a constant effort on 
the part of the defence to belittie the case is appareaot.” It 
is difficult to see how any effort could be necessary or effec- 
tuel to accomplish this result, asthe evidence for the prose- 
cution is sufficiently efficacious ip that direction. As a pro- 
position of law tbe judge advocate was undoubtedly cr- 
rect in claiming upon the trial that the buiiding ereeted by 
Captain Stiles at his own expense for a stabie, being at- 
tuched to the realty, bad become a part.thereof, and there- 
fore was the property of tbe United States Government as 
a part of the real estate. But it is strange that an Officer 
should be charged with conauct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline because, not being a lawyer, 
be assumed that what a man has bought and paid for must 
be bis own, JOSEPH B. Dog, Acting Secretary of War.

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JOHN PAUL JONES. 


In his interesting paper on John Paul Jones, read 
before the Army and Navy Club, Washington, and 
to which we referred last week, Commo. Meade, 
said: “Of all the famous characters in naval bis- 
tory there is no man who so nearly represents the 
ideal nava! commander as does this intrepid Scutch- 
man. There is aglamour of romance thrown around 
the career of this bold seaman, who, even when 
fighting at tremendous colds, fought to win, and did 
wip. Inevery generation since the revolution he 
has been the hero of song and story, and his heroic 
deeds are known to every school-boy in the land. 
Tradition says that he was not only a daring sailor 
and fighter, but a good diplomat and a shrewd and 
SS courtier in the atmosphere of the most re- 

ned court of the world, that of the ill-fated Louis 
XVI, though he rose from the forecastie and was 
essentially what would be known in these days as & 
self-made map. Of medium, well knit, muscular 
figure, soft- voiced, dignified, but somewhat sternin 
manner. and with keen, searching, blue-gray eyes, 
he was the very reverse of the coarse, vulgar ca- 
tures of him that were distributed broadcast through 
Great Britain during the days he was known as the 
Scotch Prince, and when the terror of his name was 
such that the King’s government offered a reward 
of 10,000 guineas for his capture alive or dead.”’ 

The Commodore further said “‘that no just his- 
tory of Jonesthad yet been written; with but two 
exceptions they are grossly inaccurate. As to his 
motives in espousing the cause of the revolted col- 
onies—in 1778—Jones wrote thus to the Baron Van 
der Capellan at Amsterdam: ‘1 was indeed born in 
Britain, but [ do not inherit the degenerate spirit of 
that fallen nation. America has beer the -country 
of my fond election from the age of thirteen when 
I first saw it. I bad the honor to hoist with my own 
bands the flag of freedom the first time it was dis- 
played on the Delaware, and I have attended it with 
veneration ever since on the ocean.’ To our sbame,”’ 
said Commo. Meade, “ we have erected no statue at 
the National Capital to commemorate this glorious 
hero, an inspiration to our Naval Service for all 
— But this Republic too often forgets its 

eroes.”’

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TRIAL OF THE MONTGOMERY. 


THE official trial report on the Montgomery has 
been submitted tothe Navy Department. The re- 
port pays a high tribute to the new Baltimore-built 
cruiser and finds that she fulfilled contract require- 
ments in all respects, and that no doubt exists of 
her stability and staunchness. The average speed of 
the vessel is given as 18.85 knote for four hours. 
Tidal corrections, of course, way either increase or 
diminish these figures. The first run of 36 miles was 
covered in two hours and seven minutes. The re- 
turn run was made in 1h. 48m. 39s. The average 
revolutions of the port engine during the trial are 
given as 180.70 and of the starboard engine 180.03, 
an average of 180.80. The average steam pressure 
was 166 pounds. 

The boilers are amply sufficient to furnish all the 
steam necessary by the engines at their maximum 
ower. They steamed freely without foaming 
eaking or weakness, and were kept at their full 
pressure for four consecutive hours while the vessel 
was on berrun, under forced draft. No bearings 
were beated during the run and no water was used 
to cool them. The vibrations of the ship were not 
noticeable, and when running at full steam she was 

as steady almost as at anchor. 

The construction of the vessel was found to be 
highly commendable to ber builders and no unfay- 
orable criticism will be made by the board upon 
any part of the workmanship. The vessel developed 
a stiffness far in excess of the Detroit and Marble- 
head, her sister shipe, and proved beyond a doubt 
that the accident to ber bottom last autumn had in 
no wise either affected her strength or steaming 
qualities, Tests were made by members of the 
board to demonstrate these facts. 

In the machinery of the Montgomery, the report 
will state, the Navy bas no vessel of her class with 
engines of equal workmanship and power. The 
only fault found was trimming by her head insteaa 
of the stern. To remedy this trouble her pilot house 
will be removed in order to bring her more to an 
even keel. The facilities for handling and manc.- 
ring the vessel are superior to those of the Detroit. 

The steering of the Montgomery on her official 
trial trip by Capt. Thomas B. Lewis, a Maryland 
pilot, bas been commented upon ty naval officers as 
an ubusually fine piece of wheelwork.

CRUISE OF THE CONCORD. 
SHANGHAI, CHINA, Dec. 27, 1893. 


Tue Concord bas left an agreeable impression at 
all the ports she has visited so far and has shown the 
flag with as much credit as her size would permit. 
Her crew are an excellent set of men, very content 
and very proud of their little ship which for cleanli- 
nessand efficiency ranks very high. There have 
been only two cases of deeertion since leaving home 
on July 3, and there will posteny be no more. 
Although but ashort time in comwission we haye 
not hesitated to take part in whatever sports the 
place visited bas offered. At Port Said and at 
Colombo the officers played baseball with teams 
ashore, winning easy victories over their hospitable 
but inexpert antagonists. The crew have a good 
ilootball team which played a fair game the other 
day with a team from the Shropshire Regiment, the 
score standing three goals to two against the Con- 
cord. At the annual regatta here on Dec. 14, our 
second cutter with a picked crew came in first ani 
our first cutter with a crew of apprentices second in 
the race open to men-of-war’s cutters, while our six 
oared gig took the first prize in the gigs’ race, coming 
in but slightly astern of the Imperieuse's eight oared 
admiral’s galley, a boat built especially for racing 
and which bad to allow much more time for her 
extra oars than was necessary. As there were no less 
than seven British sbips in port, and as none of our 
men pulled twice, each crew being a separate or- 
ganization, this showing was most satisfactory. 

The spirit animating our ship's company is seen in 
the fact that marines, firemen, machinists ana other 
leading petty officers were represented in these 
crews. 

The officers too are not back ward in the manly ex- 
ercise of pulling. They havea football match en- 
gaged for a near date with the Britishers and in the 
regatta just mentioned they entered a four osred 
crew inashell. With less than a week’s practice 
they came in third out of six im the race for the 
Garrison Cup, being but a little astern of the lead- 
ing boat, manned by Hong Kong’s crack crew; and 
they very nearly tied for second place. It is believed 
that witb another week in theshell they would have 
pusbed the winning crew very hard, if, indeed, they 
had pot put to the front their blue flag with the Uon- 
cord’s initial in white. They propose, if training 
bas any virtue, to come in abead next time, 

The Concord’s crew contains almost no bad pullers 
and & very large proportion of skilled hands at the 
oar, the result of careful and persistent instruction.

OUR NAVY AT HAWAIL. 


SECRETARY HERBERT Jan. 20 received from Rear 
Admiral Irwin, the following letters: 
HONoLvty, H. I., Jan. 2, 1804. 


Sir: I bave the honor to submit the following report in 
regard to the situation since the departure of he Corwin on 


eC. 24: 

Tbe military preparations for defence continue to be 
oe’ by sue provisional Government, and the excitementis 
upabated. 

The newspapers assume that I, as the military representa- 
tive of the U. 8. Government, intend to use force to restore 
the Queen, at the same time they quote re as saying that I 
would not obey any order which I considered unlawful, 
also that the officers and men under my command had as- 
sured the same attitude. . 

These sensational reports are intended to influence public 
opinion in the United States, and are entirely without 
foundation. Since my arrival I have carefully avoided all 
expressions of opinion, except in conference with the U. 8. 
Minister, and bave ordered all my commandé to pursue asim- 
ilar course, [ may furtheradd that Mr. Willis bas never given 
me the slightest bint that there wasever any intention on 
the part of the U. 8. Government to use force in order to re- 
store the Queen. My own orders to preserve strict neu- 
trality bave been implicitly obeyed. 

It has been asserted quite often that we were prepared to 
land, which is true, but our motives were intentionally mis- 
construed, as Mr. Willis stated openly, and bis statement 
was published, that we would Jand solely for the purpose of 
suppressing riot,and to protect the lives and property of 

the defenceless. Were it not for the course of the newspa- 
pers, in their endeavor to influence re opinion in the 
United States, no uneasiness would felt,and business 
would go on as usual, I donot believe that ordinary busi- 
ness is seriously affected, as is reported, but no new enter- 
prises will be undertaken until there is some settled govern- 
ment. 

The commanding officers uf the Japanese cruiser Naniwa 
Kan and the British cruiser Champion called on me to ar- 
range for landing a force to protect the livesand property 
of their countrymenin csse there should be any serious 
riot. They offered to co-operate with me and to place their 
landing parties where,in my opinion,tbey would do the 
most good, 

Now. as the general public in Honolulu is fully aware of 
the above fact and bas no longer any apprebension of any 
riot, and as the perusal of the President’s message bas con- 
vinced every one that no force would be used to change the 
Government, it is criminal far any oneto make the mis- 
statement referred to, 

Foreign influence inimical to the interests of the United 
States is secretly at work here,as it is wherever we have any 
trade interests, and that influence will account for many of 
the misstatements in the papers. 

I forward files of newspapers covering the period since 
last mail. The health of the crews of the vessels here re- 
main gcod.

Tue crew of H. M.S. Canada, stationed at Ber- 
muda this winter, are stricken with typhoid fever. 


A NEW French iron-clad cruiser, named the Chan- 
zy, was launched Jan. 24 at Garonne, rear Bor- 
deaux, France. 

By the prompt action of U. Ss. mariner, in com- 
mand of Liewt. J. H. Pendleton, a fire at Sitka, 
Alaska, Deo. 22, which broke out in the stores of the 
Sitka Trading Company, was subdued before it was 
able so gather head way. 


Tue fifth hop of the series given this winter by 
the paval cadets at the Naval Arademy took place 
Jan. 26, and, like its predecessor, wasa most pleasant 
occasion. There are two hons to follow to complete 
the series, namely, on Feb. 3 and April 7. 

Tuk following vessels now either under construc- 
tion or repair ot the various navy-yards, are to be 
fitted for seaas soon as possible, and the assign- 
ments of their efficers has been commenced: The 
Marblehead, Columbia, Alert, Marion, Indiana, 
Cincinnati, Boston and Atlanta. Orders will be 
issued in a tew days detailing the various officers to 
these vessels. 

AMONG the more recent of the new boilers which 
have been brought to the attention of tbe Buresu 
of Steam Epvgineering the Babcock and Wilcox is 
attracting much interest, and it is not improbable 
that an exbaustive test of this boiler will be made 
in the near future with a view to its introduction 
forsome of the torpedo beats which will probably 
be cons'ructed before mavy months. 

A Frew unimportant changes are in contemplation 
in the naval uniform, aud itis hoped that the new 
ubiform circular, pow in preparation, will be ready 
for issue by the time the new sbips are commis- 
sioned for sea. It is suggested that in the event of 
any marked changes being introduced into the 
Navy cap that either the clothing factory at the 
New York Navy-yard or some well known cap 
manufacturer be desig: ated to make the new ones, 
insuring accuracy and sameness of design. 

Tue honor of having turned out the first vessel of 
the new type of torpedo boat destroyer, the Hav- 
ock was won by Messrs. Yarrow and Company, of 
Poplar, and the authorities at Whiteball are so 
p’eased with the result obtained by this firm that 
about thirty similar vess+ls have been ordered since 
its trial. The mean speed of the Havock, carrying 
a load of 35 tons was rather more than 26 knots an 
hour during 8 continuous full speed run of three 
hours’ duration. During the tbree bours’ run there 
were periods when she exceeded 27 knots (over 31 
miles) an hour, the engines exerting about 3,500 
horse- power, and this was obtained out in the Ger- 
man Ocean in bad weather in the fave of a very 
high wind. The Havock is 180 feet long by 18 feet 6 
inches beam, is a single deck vessel, in form greatly 
resembling the first-class sea going torpedo boats 
built by Messrr. Yarrow and Company. 

AcTInGc REAR ADMIRAL SKERRETT has reported 
the following movements of the sbips under bis 
command on the Asiatic station: The Lancaster 
left Yokohama Dec. 19 for target practice, and re- 
turned on the 2lst. The Baltimore arrived at Sin- 
gapore Dec. 10, and left on the 14tb, and arrived at 
Hong Kong Dec. 22.

SECRETARY Hersert this week approved the 
recommendations of the Stability Board, of which 
Commodore John G, Walker was President, on the 
cruisers Machias and Castine. The recommenda- 
tions of the Board will be literally carried out and 
the werk will be commenced at once at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard where botb ships will be docked. The 
ehange to be made in the vessels will cost about 
$30,000 each, and the time required will be about 
two months. Both vessels are to be cut in two, and 
fourteen feet placed in; room made for eighty tons 
additional coal; their smokestacks reduced by ten 
feet each; the steam launches omitted and 26-foot 
cutters substituted; the fore and after bridges re 
moved; the steel hawsers and pippers taken out; 
pole masts substituted for their present rig, and the 
Sponson on the Machias wade to conform with that 
on the Castine. It is believed that these alterations 
will greatly increase the efficiency of the vessels and 
will not materially decrease their speed. It is eati- 
mated that the additional length may cut off one- 
balfa knot of their maximum speed, but the in- 
creased coal will give them a greater steaming 
— and wil] thus improve their usefulness as 
cruisers.

THE BEHRING SEA FLEET. 


The Navy De ment has taken under advise-~ 
ment plane for the execution of the regulations for 
the protection of seaJs in the open sea under the 
agreement entered into between Great Britain and 
the United States, at the Parie tribunal last sum- 
mer. The questies is one which requires much 
preparation in outlining the number o! ships ta be 
assigned this duty, relieving them from foreign sta- 
tions in time to reach the rendezvous at San Fran- 
cisco early in the spring, and to undergo all neces- 
sary repairs for their long siege of active work 
in the tempestuous northern seas for three or four 
months. The area to be patrolled this year is even 
larger than heretofore, and the number of vessels 
necessary to preperly protect the seals from poach- 
ers will be correspondingly increased. Last year's 
fleet consisted of seven vessels, including the 
revenue cutters and fish commission steamer, but 
this season the number is to be augmented very 
considerably. Steps bave already been taken by 
the Department towards mobilizing the fleet that 
will be charged with the execution of our part of 
the agreement and regulations. The first move was 
in the detachment of the Bennington from the 
European Station this week, and her orders to pro- 
ceed to San Francisco at once. There she'will be 
made ready for patrol duty. The second step was 
in the orders relieving the gunboat Yorktown from 
duty at Callao and ordering her to proceed north. 
Just at present there is a painful lack of 
vessels available for this service, but by 
the opening of the sealing season the De- 
partment expects to have a strong fleet 
gatbered at Mare Island in readiness to proceed to 
Alaskan waters. This fleet will most likely consist 
of the Charleston, now at Rio, as flagship, the Ben- 
ningtonand Yorktown, the Marion, under orders to 
return from the Asiatic Station, the Adams at Ha- 
waii, the Mohican and Alert at Sun Francisco,the 
Ranger off the South American coast, three revenue 
cutters and possibly one Fish Commission steamer. 
Capt. Coffin, who will succeed Capt. Picking as cap- 
tain of the Jharleston, will probably be in charge of 
the squadron. The Petrel in China, which was on 
the patrol] service last season, will not be relieved 
for this duty again.

WE are favored with an interesting communica- 
tion signed “‘ Bart, Old Soldier,’’ on the subject of 
black sheep in our Army, in which rigorous meas- 
ures against all such are advocated. He thinks that 
if deserters who surrender tor the purpose of get- 
ting free bed and board until they have got fat and 
healthy again were summarily drummed out it 
would soon have a beneficial effect upon the Army 
at large. Fraudulent enlistments would be almost 
impossible, says our correspondent, if regimental 
recruiting should be abolished, only re-enlistments 
authorized in companies, and all recruits required 
to pass through Davids Island, Jeffsrson Barracks 
or Columbus Barracks. In such case detection of 
desertera fraudulently enlisting under assumed 
names would be an easy matter. 








iT seems probable now that the three companies 
of the 21st Infantry, now at Fort Sidney, Neb., will 
be transferred to the new post at Plattsburgh, New 
York, the latter part of April next, when the new 
quarters and grounds will be ready for their occu- 
pancy. The remaining compapies of the regiment 
have been for some time past stationed at Forts 
Porter and Niagara. We congratulate the 21st on 
this pleasant change to the East, and being so near 
together once more, having been separated and sta 
tioned over twenty-seven years at outside posts on 
the Pacific Coast and west of the Rocky Mountains 
as per their record, viz.: In Virginia to 1869, 3yrs, 
4mo.; Arizona, 1869 to 1872, 3yrs. 1m.; Oregon, Wash., 
and Idaho, 1872 to 1884, 12yrs.; Nebraska and Wy- 
oming, 8yrs.

NAVAL PROSPECTS. 


Nive ships of the Navy will be ready for com- 
mission and active service between now and April 
1, but unless Congress comes to the assistance of 
the Secretary by increasing the enlisted force it is 
probable that not more than one halt of these vessels 
can be assigned to stations. The enlisted force is now 
nearer its full quota than at any time for years, 
but it still falls far short of the actual number re- 
quired to give our men of war their full com- 
plement. Many of the larger vessels now on sta- 
tions are short of blue jackets allowed sbips of 
their class. How this difficiency is to be met, 
and how to man these vessels, now fast ap- 
proaching completion at various Navy-yards, is 
the question that confronts us. The difficulty is ap- 
preciated by officials of the Department, but in the 
absence of legislation the Secretary is powerless to 
effect a remedy. ‘The approaching season for the 
Bering Sea patrol, which will require even a more 
formidable force than for previous seasons, will 
draw greatly upon the enlisted strength of the ser- 
vice for men to equip the vessels destined for this 
duty. Fortunately, a number of revenue cutters 
will be utilized in the patrol, which does away 
with the necessity of more than four or five war 
ships. 

Two bills are now before Congress providing for 
the increase of the Navy. They have been consid- 
ered in committees only and so far no concerted 
action has been taken looking to their adoption. 
At the Navy Department it is regarded as uncer- 
tain whether they will become effective in time to fit 
out the new vessels, and the chances are against 
their adoption at all. An appropriation would be 
necessary to enlist the additional number of men, 
and any bill carrying meney to make it effective is 
highly probable to meet with disapprobation at the 
hands of the present Oongress. Just now the De- 
partment is wondering how it will be able to provide 
men for several ships to be ready for service in the 
next two or three months. One, the Columbia, 
will require fully 450 men to’ properly equip her 
and there are few to draw upon from the already 
almost depleted force at the receiving ships. Re- 
ports received at the Department indicate that the 
ships ready between now and April 1 are the fol- 
lowing: Colwmbia, by March 1; Marblehead, by 
February 1; Atlanta and Alert, April 1; Marion, 
nowon her way from Ohina, April 1; the Cincin- 
nati, at New York, and the Raleigh, at Norfolk, 
by April 1. the Montgomery, about the same time, 
and the Boston early in March. 

Of this number, the Cincinnati and Raleigh are 
the only two ships constructed at Government 
yards for many years. Both of them will probably 
be commissioned before their horse power and 
speed trials are held. Much interest is manifested 
by naval officers over the performance of these ships 
on account of their having been built entirely un- 
der Government supervision. In most instances 
the commanders of all these ‘vessels have been 
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selected and are now on duty in connection with 
their preparation for service. Captain Higginson, 
who was peremptorily relieved from the Atlanta 
last summer, has again been assigved to his old 
ship, while Captain Bartlett, who relieved bim, 
takes charge of the Boston at Mare Island. Oaptain 
Sumner will be the first commander of the first 
triple-screw cruiser in commission. Oommander 
0. H. Davis will command the Montgomery, Com- 
mander O'Neil the Marblehead, Commander Wm. A. 
Morgan the Marion, and Commander J. J. Brice 
the Aler¢. Other officers will shortly be selected, 
but unless the men are forthcoming many of these 
vessels will have to remain tied up at Navy-yards 
until some relief is found. 








A BILL which has been favorably reported in the 
Senate, and which will probably become a law, pro- 
vides that ‘* No person who is not a citizen of the 
United States, or who cannot speak, read and write 
the English language shall be enlisted in the Army 
for the first time.” We do not know to what ex 
tent this excellent rule bas been heretofore depart- 
ed from, but our recruiting officers appear to be 
now applying it in anticipation of the action of Uon- 
gress. Out of one hundred and twenty-five applicants 
presenting themselves within ten days to Captain 
Philip Reade, 3d Iafantry, who is on recruiting 
duty at Chicago, thirty were enlisted, seventeen of 
them old soldiers. And all new recruits were able 
to satisfactorily answer the question as to their 
citizenship and their ability to read and write 
English. 








THE Revue du Cercle Militaire has been publishing 
a series of articles on “ Le Prob)éme de I'Infanterie 
montéa1ésolu par l'emploi de la Bicyolette.”” The 
writer argues that in future warfare little reliance 
can be placed on cavalry reconnsissances when once 
contact has been made with the enemy, since 
mounted men would be exposed to the fire of small 
bodies of infantry well under cover, whose numbers 
and position would be quite indeterminable. He 
proposes that scouting duty should be performed 
by infantry mounted on bicycles. They could more 
readily shelter themselves than horsemen and 
would have to carry rations for only one. He pro- 
poses to have a Cyclist Corps attached to each cav- 
alry division of the French Army and that the 
Chasseurs & Pied should be converted into Cyclists. 
This would give a total force of 32,000 cyclists. 





“Baron Wotr™ bas incorporated in San Fran- 
cisco the “California Military Academy of ronan. 
ties,” with a capital stock of $25,000, all paid in. Ac- 
eording to newspaper reports, he is an ex-captain in 
the German Army, but how he came to leave it we 
are not told. “ Wewill givethe members of the 
miiitia,’’ he is quoted as saying, ‘“‘and the people of 
the real army lectures on handling military bal- 
loons ‘and all the machinery and appliances that be- 
long to the equipment, including the way to handle 
bombs, give instructions as to how to act as a con- 
necting link between a battleship and the shore and 
teach a code of signals by which any possible condi- 
tion of circumstances may be plainly indicated.” 








We note a feature in the armies of Europe 
which does not, so far as our knowledge goer, exist 
in our own. In the Russian Army there is one par- 
ticular regiment of the guards, the men of which 
are recruited not so much with regard to their 
height or the color of their hair or complexion as 
to the shape of their noses. Emperor Paul, who 
originally formed the regiment, had a typical Kal- 
muk nose of the most excruciatingly uptilted pat~ 
tern, and since then, out of compliment to him, all 
of the officers and men of this particular regiment 
have noses of the same shape. ln the Belgian Grena- 
diers is a soldier whose exact height is one metre 97 
centimetres (six feet six and a balf inches.) No 
boot to fit him could be found in the regimental 
clothing depot and he is allowed double rations on 
the recommendation of his colonel. 








LIEUTENANT FRANK EstTMAN, U.S. A., secretary 
of the Army Co-operative Fire Association, bas is- 
sued his annual report for the year just closed. The 
losses paid during the year amount to $753.42, or 
$0.2758 for each $400 insurance. Since the organiza- 
tion in February, 1887, this charge has been $6.57 per 
#400, or $2.42 per $1,000 per year. The expenses of 
the association during the year 1893 were $664.10; a 
per capita assessment of 82 cents from each active 
member on Dec. 31 is therefore necersary. The in- 
terest earned during the year by the funds of the 
association was $250.84. The receipts for the year, 
with balance on hand Jan. 1, 1893, were $9,235.16. 
The éxpense account is given at $1,192.02. Tne bal- 
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LOSGMAN, GREEN AND Co., New York, publish in 
two handsome volumes a biography of the late 
Bishop and Gen. Leonidas Polk, prepared by the 
Bishop's son, Wm M. Polk, M.D. LL. D. The work 
is dedicated “to the memory of Frances Devereaux 
Polk, the wife of Leonidas Polk.” It is a valuable 
addition to the hterature of our civil war. Of its 
hero, one who had followed his career said: “1 knew 
him as 8 cadet, and during his career as a bishop. 
He was aiways the same—a conscientious, perse- 
vering, daring man. * * What he believed to be 
right he would do.” While a cadet at the Military 
Academy young Polk had a controversy with the 
faculty as to his standing in drawing, and appealed 
from them to the Secretary of War, who, as might 
be expected, decided against him. While smarting 
under what he conceived to be a wrong done him, 
the youth met with a religious tract which turned 
his thoughts in a new direction, and led to his res- 
ignation from the Academy, after his graduation, 
and his entrance upon work of the Christian min- 
istry. The closing of Polk's brief military career 
was a source of great grief to his parents, especially 
to his father, Colonel William Polk, an 
oli soldier who, at the time of his death 
in 1834, was the last surviving field officer of 
the North Carolina in the war for independence. 
“It might have soothed the feelings of the veteran,”’ 
his grandson tells us, “if he could have known that 
Leonidas would one day buckle on the sword, that 
he would lead more men into the field than hi* 
father had ever seen arrayed in battle, and that he 
could die, at last, asoldier’s death on the field of 
honor, fighting for what he deemed to be the cause 
of right and liberty.” Thirty-four years intervened 
between bis resignation as a cadet and the return of 
Leonidas Polk to the military service, in which he 
continued until he diedon the field of battle three 
years later—a Lieutenant-General in the Confeder- 
ate Army. To his career as an officer in the Con- 
federate service the second volume of this work is 
devoted. The biography has been delayed, as we 
are informed in the preface, for the completion of 
the “ Official Records of the Civil War’’ dealing 
with the Atlanta Campaign. Especial thanks are 
tendered by the author to Mejor George B. Davis, 
of the bureau of Publication, and also te General 
Marcus J. Wright, of this bureau. We areglad that 
the work of preparing a biograpby of this dis- 
tinguished Churchman and soldier should have 
fallen to such competent hands. Dr. Polk is an 
honored citizen of New York, who has made a re- 
putation quite apart from that of his distinguished 
father, with whom he served during the days of 
war. A number of portraits and maps illustrate 
these volumes. 








THERE are two second lieutenants in the Army 
whose names are 80 nearly alike as to be easily con- 
founded. They are James Robert Lindsay, 14th In- 
fantry, appointed from Illinois, who retires Aug. 12, 
1929, and Julian Robert Lindsey, 9th Cavairy, ap- 
pointed from Georgia, who retires March 16, 1935. 
There is also 2d Lieut. Elmer Lindsley, 6th Cavalry, 
appointed from New York, and who retires Nov. 13, 
1930. All are graduates of the Military Academy.’ 





THE Quartermaster General of the Army does not 
think well of the practice of issuing material for 
uniforms “unmade,” as it “results either in the uni- 
forms being made up according to the erratic and 
changeable price of some easily accessible tailor, 
or more frequently, it would appear, in allowing 
the varying fancy or ureducated taste of the sol- 
dier to assert itself.” He further says: “Thus one 
may seein nearly every company in the Army, as 
well as on our streets in cities and towns, both close- 
fitting and loose blouses and coats, while individ- 
ual tastes in trousers run the gamut from the skin- 
tight variety, with swelling ‘hoodlum,’ or ‘bowery’ 
bottoms, to those of exaggerated, sailor-like pro- 
portions.” 





CoroneL. Anpsew J. Smits, Governor of the 
Western Branch National Home, for D. V. 8., 
Leavenworth county, Kansas, makes an interest- 
ing report on the subject of the Keeley cure as ap- 
plied in the Keeley Institute established in connec- 
tion with the home. From March 29, 1892, to Dec. 
31, 1898, 788 were treated for alooholism, 23 for the 
opium habit, 22 for the tobacco babit, and two for 
neurastbenia or nervous exhaustion. The ratio of 
lapses was eight per cent. The improvement in 
discipline is very marked, the vile whiskey dens 
which so closely hedged the Home in former days 
are receiving little patronage and many of them 
have been suppressed.

SECRETARY LAMONT continues to adhere to bhi® 
policy regarding the detail of Aimy officers to in- 
stitutions of learning and this week assigned only 
two additional officers as military instructors. This 
detail was that of lst Lieut. L. L. Durfree, 10th Inf., 
at the McKeesport Military College, Penn., and that 
of Lieut W. F. Hancock, 5th Art., atthe Western 
Military Academy, Upper Alton, lil One of- 
ficer was also relieved of duty at his own request in 
Ist Lieut. Jos 8S. Oyster, ist Artillery, at 
the Leland Savford University, Cal. The Secretary 
ig reported to finding some difficulty in securing 
officers who are willing to perform this duty at va- 
rious institutions in the West and South. The policy 
of the Department is not to assign an officer where 
he objects to the detail, and so far nearly all assign- 
ments bave been made with the sanction of the offi- 
cers concerned. For details in the larger cities, par- 
ticularly in the East, there are twice as many appli- 
cations as there are vacancies. Most officers prefer 
to be on duty at colleges of recognized standing, 
and so great has been the demand and so active the 
competition that several of the larger institutionsin 
the Kast have not yet received details. These will 
probably be announced from time to time, and the 
seven vacancies now remaining unfilled will proba- 
bly be decided upon one ata time, as bas been the 
case pursued in selecting officers heretofore for other 
schools. 








FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 


Tue Senate Committee on Naval Affairs at its 
meeting on Wednesday, appointed Senators But- 
ler, Blackburn and Hale to be the Senate members 
of the joint sub committee on personnel provided 
for by the Meyer resolution. The sub-committee 
will bold i's session in the room of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affaire, and will probably weet tor 
the first time early next week. Nothing will be 
definitely decided as tothe programme to be fol- 
lowed by the joint sub-co m mittee until it shall hold 
its firat meeting. Senator Butler will preside at the 
meetings, ard the clerk to the Senate Committee 
will probably act as clerk, as the provision for the 
special clerk was stricken from the resolution. All 
of tbe yarious bi!ls that bave been prepared from 
time to time looking to the reorganization of the 
personnel of the Navy as a whole or to the reorgan- 
ization of the several corps will be laid before the 
committee as well as all the reports and arguments 
that have been made from time to time in regard 
to the reorganization of the Navy. The Secretary 
of the Navy will be called before the committee 
and his views will be asked. A number of officers 
representing the line and the various staff corps and 
ofticers of the Marine Corps will also be summoned 
before the committee, and will be given an oppor- 
tunity to express their views as to what opght to be 
done. The members of the committee propose to 
go into the subject very thoroughly, but they hone 
to be able to agree upon some plan of reoreganiz- 
ation in time to report it before the end of the pres- 
ent session of Congress. There seems to be a Gdis- 
position on tbe part of the naval committees of the 
two houses to load the joint sub-committee down 
with matters not properly coming within its juris- 
diction, and all bills relating to the naval militia 
and its organization and equipment are being un- 
loaded on to the sub committee. The probability 
is that these matters will be laid aside by the joint 
sub-committees to be considered after the reorgani- 
zation of the Navy shall have been disposed of. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Naval Aff- 
airs Friday morning, the vacancies on the part of 
the House in the joint sub committee were filled by 
the appointment of Mr. Money, of Mississippi, to 
succeed Mr. Cummings, and Mr. Wadsworth, of 
New York, to succeed Mr. Boutelle. The members 
on the part of the House are now Messrs. Myer, 
Money and Wadeworthb. 

At thelmeeting of the House Committee on Maili- 
tary Affairs on Tuesday the committee ordered a 
favorable report on the bill to restore Capt.Wm. A. 

Winde. to the United States Army and place him 











on the retired list with the rank of captain of Ar- 
tillery. The Committee also considered the bill to 
repeal the ten years’ service law, but did not act 
finally upon it. All the members of the Committee 
expres: themselves as heartily in favor of the 
proposed repeal, but questions were raised as to 
some of the details of the bill. The one as to 
v hether the reduction of the term of enlistment 
from five years to three years would not lead to in- 
creased expensein the recruiting service. There 
was some doubt in the minds of some of the mem- 
bers of the Committee as to whether ii the bill were 
passed in its present form the soldier would not be 
entitled to three months’ turiough with pay at the 
end of hie three years’ term of service. These ques 
tions were referred to a sub-committee and the bill 
will be again considered at the next meeting of the 
full cc m mittee. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs at its 
meoting on Tuesaday again gave its attention to Mr. 
Holman’s resolution of inquiry asto the payment 
of premiums on ships andto Mr. J. Hale Sypher, 
the ex-member of Congress, who investigated the 
resolution. The adveree report on the resolution, 
which was ordered by an unanimous vote has been 
partially prepared. The Committee will report 
that there was not the slightest foundation for the 
charges that there had been collusion between the 
shipbuilders and naval officers in the matter of 
premiums and thereport will incidentally score 
Mr. Sypher very severely for the part which ke bas 
taken in the matter. Itisthe present expectation 
of the committes that the report will be submitted 
to the House on Tuesday of next week. 

The following resolution, evidently directed 
against two officers retired during the past year for 
moral diequalifications, was introduced by Mr. 
Daniels and adopted by the Senate on Jan. 24: 

**Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be rc-

Capt. EpMunp Buunt, JR, who died Jan 24 at 
his home, Brooklyn, of the grip, was an eminent 
hydrographer, and served for a number of years as 
Ist Asst. in the U. S. Coast Survey. At the outbreak 
of the civil war he joined the Twelfth Regiment, 
N.G.S. N. Y., as a private. He afterward joined 
the Eleventh Regiment,and later was transferred to 
the Fifth New-York Cavairy.

Tue Hon. Henry M. Rice, one of Minnesota’s 
most distinguished citizons, died Jan. 15 at San An- 
tonio, Texas, at the residence of bis son-in-law, 
Capt. R. E. Thompson, Signal Corps, U. 8. A. The 
Pioner Press, in a sketch of bis life says: ‘‘The news 
of the death of Mr. Rice wil) be received with uni- 
versal regret by al! who knew him. He was one of 
the builders of the State, and few men had a larger 
part in the history of Minnesota. He has held im- 
portant public offices, and in private life was re- 
spected by all. His public donations have been 
munificent. Mr. Rice bad five children. four of 
whom are still Jiving: Lizzie Rodman, wife of Capt.

His other children were Matilda, wife 
of Maurice Auerbach; Margaret H.. wife of Capt. 

A. Rachel 
Newbold, unmarried ; and Frederick D., a law stu- 
dent atthe University of Minnesota. On Nov. 16 
be started with bis wife for San Antonio.

His brave attention 
to the wounded on the battle-fieid made his name 
known in all the Army of Nortbern Virginia. His 
skill and his charity made bim beloved by all classes 
throughout his county. The late Gen. Armistead 
Long was his first cousin.

rojectiles, of 10 inch calibre, at the Army Proving 

tation, Sandy Hook, recently. Three rounds were 
fired ata plate eleven inches thick, of projectiles 
representing a lot manufactured for the service by 
the Midvale, Penn. Co. The tests were entirely 
satisfactory to officers of the Ordnance. 


Another trial] will be givena plate selected from 
500 tous of side armor for two monitors at the Naval 
Proving Station next week. Upon the first trial 
the plate proved defective, and the second trial is 
made to determine whether the entire lot of armor 
shall be accepted or rejected by the government, 
The failure of the plate to fulfil requirements is 
believed to have been due to the inferiority of this 
particular plat>, and does not prove that others 
were equally inferior. 





In a circular dated at Fairhaven, Mass., Jane 13, 
1889, Edward A. Dana presents data to demonstrate 
his theory of “the inherent and fatal weakness” of 
our new Artillery. With slow burning powder, 
larger bores and projectiles with smaller areas, the 
tension of the powder continues longer, the 
air-spacing in rear of the projectile is less rapid. Mr. 
Dana argues that as a consequence of this “the new 
stee} rifles are subjacted to a tension greatlyexceed- 
ing in ite duration the limits of a sound safety.’’ Con- 
cludiog Mr. Dana says: “The results shown, such as 
the frequent splitting of linings and tne occasional 
bursting of the guns tnemselves, sometimes even 
under reduced charges, are of such a character as 
to indicate unmistakably the agency of some un- 
usual and prodigious force. It is the same force, 
but in its active state, which Rodman detected and 
described as being Leer y d present in the ordi- 
nary firing of the cannon of bis day, and as requir- 
ing but a slightly increased duration of the pressure 
to become a living force. Its presence as such, in 
the ordinary firing of the new artillery, and the 
frequent failures of the guns to withstand its burst- 
ing preseure, demonstrate the inherent and fatal 
weakness of the system.” 





IS AN ARMY AND NAVY NEEDED? 


Tue Sunset Club of Chicago gavea banquet Jan. 
18 at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Chicago, at which 
were present among others as guests, Major Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, U.S. A.. and members of his staff, 
Col. R. E. A. Crofton, 15th U. 8. Infantry, Capt. 
Philip Reade, 31 U.S. Infantry, and many officers 
of the Lilinois National Guard. After dinner Gen. 
Miles was introduced as presiding officer, and he 
said the question for the usual evening discussion 
was: “Should the United States Maintain a Strong 
Military and Naval Force?’ and spoke of the an- 
tiquity of the military art and insisted that the 
safest way to preserve peace is to be prepared for 
war. 

Col. H. L. Turner, of the National Guard, offered 
some elcquent remarks, saying: “The officers of 
the American Army are trained to an aristocracy, 
it is true, but it is the aristocracy of courage, honor 
and patriotism. There is more danger to labor in 
labor’s own aristocracy than from any American 
military Cesarism. The Army should be increased 
at least 5000 men and the National Guard should 
be doubled and maintained at 200,000 men.” 

In conclusion he averred that Gen. Miles, Gen. 
Wheeler and himeelf in their positions were betier 
friends to labor than T. V. Powderly, Eugene V 
Debs and T. J. Morgan ever were or ever will be. 

There were many other interesting remarks made 
proand con, the majority agreeing that some sort 
of a military and naval establishment is a necessity, 
though they differed somewhat in their ideas of its 
strength.

It is proper to say, however, 
that, by virtue of the conspiracy planned and carried out 
against us, be suffered along with us. He was interested, 
not only in the domestic, but in the foreign patents, and, 
bao be not been decoyed yp | by our enemies, would have 
profited lurgely because of his interest. In one instance 
which I] reca)!, at an early stege of the company’s history, 
we had practically concluded the sale of the foreign rights 
for $150,000. Asa result of machinations, and the intrigues 
set on foot against us, the attacks made upon us, the deal 
was broken up. 

“Mr, Singley’s interest in the deal was 10 per cent. So 
you see, | can speak for him as well as for myself and for 
my aseceiates. We bave ali lostiiby the meddiesome inter- 
ference and insatiable cupidity of certain gentlemen here 
in New York who bad bo interest whatever in our com- 
pany’s affairs trom beginning to end, 

“iT can’t begin to describe the length and breadth and 
depth of these malicious operations. Our first step in in- 
troduciog Cur metal upon the home market was naturally 
to make the prc per tests.

“ Tired of a fruitiess policy in this direction, our enemies 
bave not to atirack us personally, or, rather, to at- 
tack the company of which I am the president, in my per- 
son.

“He made a proposition to buy out our right for $500,000, 
and, at his suggestion, I called at the office of a distinguished 
firm of attorneys, closely connected with a millionaire syao- 
dicate of world-wide reputation, and there was plainly told 
that I would be given $100,000 worth of stock in a company 
to be formed with a capital of $500,000, and that money 
would be obtained by the sale of the stock when the sole 
vaiue depended upon the assigament of all that our com- 
pany owned. 

“This attorney was extremely candid. He informed me 
that his interest was the same as that of our ex-employee, 
Siogley, and thatif we refused to give our property upea 
these terms we would find that we would regretit. The 
propnecy of my a friend basa not been entirely fulfiliea, 
but [ will admit that he bas succeeded admirably weil in 
causing the members of our company and the stockbolders 
& great deal of neediess anxiety and serious financial logs. 

Almost immediately npon the refusal of his offer, we 





found ourselves encom about on every hand. A 
strike was instigated in our factory. Bogus testsuf our own 
brand, which fortuoately we were abie to expose, were in- 
stituted for the purpose ef giving our goods what is known 
in the trade as a ‘black eye.’ These attempts were partially 
successful. Fora while we were driven out ef the home 
market, and bad to fight our battle in the provinces—on the 
Pacific Coast for instance, and in foreign countries, 

** This persecution did not ruin us. We received indorse- 
ments of eight leading Governments, and by patiently 
correcting every misunderstanding and setting right every 
false impression, we beid our own at home. In the middie 
of this campaign we were compelled to bring a suit against 
the patentee from whom we derived our rights to restrain 
bim from disclosing our trade secrets. Distinguished coun- 
sel appeared to defend him, and, viewing the combination 
formed against us, we had little hope of being able to suc- 
cessiully present the evidence to the Court. 

* Justice Patterson granted the injunction and this seem- 
ed to be the end of the matter, until finally,to my surprise, 
I found that printed copies of a letter, written to the firm 
of attorneys who had been so anxious to buy us out, which 
letter was a gross attack upon me,and which offered for 
$500 to obtain evidence to support this attack, and whicb, 
it you will believe me, was never used upon the trial of 
our — ae for injunction to restrain Mr. Singley, was 
actually being circuiated in the ordinary way of busi- 
ness. 

“ The original letter come froma firm of lawyers who 
were themselves interested io a rival brand of anti-friction 
metal, and wasa privileged communication to those who 
admitted themselves to be interested with Mr. Singiey. 
Obviously sucha letter, utterly unsubstantiated and cir- 
culated to give an impression entirely contrary to the de- 
cision rendered by Justice Patterson in the Singley litiga- 
tion where he found that the President of the Magnolia 
Metal Company had, in every particular, lived up to their 
contracts with Mr. Singley and their agents was the iast 


straw. 

“Tf civil actions concluded in our favor cannot protect 
our interests and the interests of the stockholders, who 
look to me, naturally, am comp:iied to appeal to the 
courts for severer measures. 

“I hope, once for all, to conclude this drama of persecu- 
tion one way or another. I have not given you one-tenth 
of the factsin this case. For years we have been contend- 
ing against a tremendous conspiracy to wrest from our 
control what has been declared to be our property, in 
an action which completely covered all the merits of the 


case. 

* We bave reason to believe thatthe injunction which 
Justice Patterson granted us has not been effective, and 
tbat one of our five formule is being used in defiance of 
our patent rights, which bave been granted, not only for 
this country, but for all foreign countries. But,of course, 
we shail attend to this business in the proper way, and at 
tbe proper time.” 


Mr. George E. Miller, Secretary of the Magnolia Anti- 
Friction Metal Company, fully confirmed the President's 
statement, and stated that for fully three years he was on 
tbe qui yive to keep outsiders from conspiring with the 
empioyees to sbstract important documents from our 
office, ‘rom early ia the morning until! late at night. 

Judge Roger A. Prycr, who was special counsel for the 
Magnolia Mets! Company in the Singl-y litigation, said: “If 
do not remember all the details of the case, for I was just
